school nursing program. 
“We have enough backing to as­ 
sure payment of KO per cent of the 
cost of the program,’’ Doctor Bream 
said, “and the districts have been 
contacted 
and 
are 
agreeable.” 
School districts to benefit by the 
program will pay the 30 per cent 
of Hie cost, pro-rated. 
“The money will pay for three 
school nurses to serve all Hie schools, 
public and parochial, which do not 
now have nursing service.” Doctor 
Bream said. 
Doctor Bream said Mt. Pleasant 
township was the first to approve 
the nursing program, sending its 
approval and check for its share of 
the cost on November 4, only four 
days after letters went out to Hie 
districts.
